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Man jailed over theft 
of Elm Wenlok Jug

A MAN has been sentenced to more 
than two years behind bars in con¬ 
nection with the theft of the 14th 
century Wenlok Jug from Stockwood 
Discovery Centre in Luton. 

Ronald Nash, 23, of Pitwood Green, 
Tadworth, Surrey was charged with 
handling stolen property and being 
concerned in the supply of class A 
drugs after Bedfordshire Police 
launched a covert operation to 
retrieve the jug which was taken from 
a high security display cabinet at the 
museum in May 2012. 

The artefact was eventually found, 
wrapped in a towel, in a garage rent¬ 
ed out in Nash’s name in Epsom. 

Nash had pleaded guilty at Luton 
Crown Court on Monday, February 
11. On Friday he was sentenced by 
Judge Laura Harris to two years and 
three months for handling stolen 
goods and a further 12 months in 
relation to the drug offence. 

These sentences are to be served 
consecutively meaning he will serve 
a total of three years three months. 

A second man, Louis Kybert, 25, of 
Ferndale Road, Banstead, Surrey also 
pleaded guilty in February to the 
possession of two stun guns and 
being concerned in the supply of 
class A drugs after being arrested by 
officers conducting searches for the 
jug. 

Kybert was also sentenced on Friday 
to five years imprisonment in rela¬ 
tion to the stun gun offence and a 
further 12 months in relation to the 
drug offence to run concurrently.

Nash was arrested and charged fol¬ 
lowing a major investigation which 
included an appeal on BBC’s 
Crimewatch TV programme. 

The Wenlok Jug is valued at around 
£lm. It is made of bronze and deco¬ 
rated with coats of arms, badges and 
inscribed with the words ‘MY LORD 
WENLOK’. 

Detective Inspector Martin Peters, 
who led the investigation to trace and 
recover the jug, said: “This was a high 


profile case which involved the theft 
of a national treasure and attracted a 
lot of public interest. 

“The amount of evidence gathered 
by officers has meant that the offend¬ 
ers had no alternative but to plead 
guilty. 

“I am pleased that justice has now 
been done and that these men will 
spend significant time behind bars.” 

A spokesman from Luton Culture 
added: “We are delighted that the 


case of the theft of the Wenlok Jug has 
been solved and that those involved 
in the crime have been brought to 
justice. 

“We would like to thank 
Bedfordshire Police for their dili¬ 
gence and hard work over the course 
of the investigation. 

“We are delighted that this irre¬ 
placeable piece of local history has 
returned to Stockwood Discovery 
Centre and the community of Luton.” 


Play area 
too cold 
for kids 

IT has been claimed that 
an indoor soft play facility 
in Marsh Farm was unable 
to allow children inside 
this week as it was too 
cold. 

A resident says she was 
told it was because there 
were broken windows 
which had not been 
repaired. 

The resident, who does 
not wish to be named, said 
she was turned away from 
the Futures Fun Factory, 
based in Futures House in 
The Moakes in Luton, on 
three separate occasions 
during this week alone 
because the temperature 
was too low.

“Why can’t they fix the 
windows? 

“The children love com¬ 
ing here and to be turned 
away three times in a 
week is not good enough. 

“We had the same prob¬ 
lem when we had the cold 
snap in January. 

“It does make me con¬ 
cerned that the facility 
will have to eventually 
close because it is not 
making enough money. 

“There are not many 
places like this where chil¬ 
dren can play safely 
indoors and a lot of people 
rely upon it.” 

Neither representatives 
from Futures House or 
play facility manager 
David Wright denied the 
claims when we contacted 
them, but both declined to 
comment.

Care standards will be 
improved says council

A DIFFERENCE in contractual 
obligations between home care 
providers will not lead to a differ¬ 
ence in care quality, Luton 
Council has said. 

Last year the authority tendered 
a contract for the provision of 
home care from April 1 this year. 

Seven agencies were awarded 
the contract and as part of the new 
arrangement they will have to 
meet a new range of performance 
criteria stipulated by the council. 

These include an electronic 
monitoring system and accepting 
a minimum of 85 per cent of 
referrals. 

The council failed to provide 
detail on whether there were other 
requirements the new agencies 
would need to meet. 

Under the current contract, 


which expires on March 31, all 
care companies are required to 
meet the national minimum care 
standards. 

There were ten agencies who 
were unsuccessful or chose not to 
bid for the new contract. 

And although they will still be 
subject to meeting minimum care 
standards, they will not be 
required to meet the council’s 
additional performance criteria. 

Residents currently receiving 
home care are being offered the 
chance to move to the new provid¬ 
ers or to remain with the agencies 
who are not part of the council’s 
new ‘strategic partnership’. 

But there is no guarantee they 
will have the same carer as carers 
can opt to join the new care agen¬ 
cies. 

A council spokesman said the 
new arrangement had been 
designed to give customers ‘choice 


and control over their own care’ 
and that there would still be Care 
Quality Commission inspections 
to ensure all agencies met the 
minimal care standards. 

He added: “The new contractual 
arrangements will deliver a newly 
formed strategic partnership 
arrangement with the council. 

“As part of this, providers will be 
contractually required to work 
together in partnership to contin¬ 
ually develop and share good 
practice with the purpose of pro¬ 
viding services which meet the 
high expectations of people 
receiving support. 

“The council wants to further 
improve care standards in Luton 
and as part of these new contrac¬ 
tual requirements, our partners 
will be required to meet our 
expectations which are over and 
above the national minimum care 
standards.”

PUB FIRE UNDER INVESTIGATION 

BEDFORDSHIRE police officers 
investigating a pub blaze have 
made a witness appeal. 

The fire, at the Railway Tavern in 
High Town Road, was reported at 
11.11pm last night. 

No-one was injured and no-one 
was in the property at the time but 
the fire raged on two floors and in 
the basement of the three-storey 
building. It was left with a signifi¬ 
cant amount of damage. 

Numerous calls were made last 
night to the Bedfordshire & Fire 
Rescue Service who attended the 
incident. 

Detective Constable Steve 
Francis said: “Investigations are 
still on-going relating to the cause 
of the fire but at this time we are 
treating this incident as suspi¬ 
cious and a full investigation has 
been launched.” 

BENEFIT FRAUD MAN PLEADS GUILTY 

TEN counts of benefit fraud have 
landed a man with a suspended 
jail sentence and 300 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Mohammed Anwar Hussain, 43, 
of Birdsfoot Lane, pleaded guilty 
last week to fraud totalling 
£16,708. 

He has been sentenced to six 
months imprisonment suspended 
for 12 months and ordered to 
repay the overpayment in full. 

Hussain also has to carry out 300 
hours of unpaid work.

A GRAPHIC designer and artist who 
started his career at Barnfield College 
in Luton is responsible for creating the 
critically acclaimed artwork for rock 
legend David Bowie’s new album. 

Jonathan Barnbrook, who grew up in 
the town, created the front cover of the 
highly anticipated record ‘The Next 
Day’ after receiving a surprise phone 
call from the music superstar. 

He said: “I have been involved with 
creating artwork for David in the past 
but this time is was all a secret, which 
was very exciting, but very difficult to 
keep it quiet. “ 

“People kept asking me if David was 
making more music or if I knew what he 
was up to, and it was hard not to tell 
them the truth. 

“It was a great relief when it was finally 
announced that a new album was com¬ 
ing out, and I am delighted with the 
response it has received so far.” 


The artwork, uses the cover of Bowie’s

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Residents protest 
over airport plans

CAMPAIGNERS dressed in their 
pyjamas, took to the steps of 
Luton Town Hall to call for strict 
planning controls to be imposed 
on night flights from Luton 
Airport if the proposed expan¬ 
sion goes ahead. 

The rally, organised by anti¬ 
airport expansion groups HALE 
and LADACAN on Thursday, 
marked the handing in of a peti¬ 
tion signed by 1,000 people from 
Luton and surrounding areas 
under the heading ‘no more 
night flights’. 

Speaking on behalf of cam¬ 
paigners, Andrew Lambourne 
said: “The airport has grown to 
twice its previously envisaged 
capacity with no controls what¬ 
soever. 

“Now it is time for Luton 
Borough Council to recognise 
that it has a responsibility for the 
health and well-being of the peo¬ 
ple of Luton and surrounding 
towns and villages who have to 
suffer the effects of noise and 
disturbance at night. 

“Planning controls are essen¬ 
tial to start shifting the balance 
back towards daytime instead of 
night-time flying,

Luton Airport said: “Despite the 
provision of a full planning 
application which is available to 
view on Luton Borough Council’s 
website, there are a growing 
number of inaccuracies relating 
to noise and night-time flying 
which exist in the public domain, 
and we therefore felt compelled 
to draw people’s attention to the 
facts of our proposals. 

“London Luton Airport 
Operations Limited (LLAOL) has 


published a fully referenced nar¬ 
rative on noise which provides 
complete and transparent 
answers to the salient questions 
based on factual data compiled 
by aviation experts and noise 
technicians. 

“This ‘fact sheet’ sets out the 
past, present and future 
approach to tackling noise dis¬ 
turbances at the airport, and can 
be viewed at www.london-luton. 
co.uk/noisefactsheet,” he added.

“It is our intention here on 
Facebook to provide a high level of 
customer support. We highly value 
our community and are always 
looking for ways to improve our 
service to you. 

“Please accept our unreserved 
apologies to all of you for the 
insensitive image and our promise 
that it will never happen again.”

A MAN has been fined after 
admitting burglary of copper 
wiring from the disused High 
Town Recreation Centre.

Village green application is turned down 


AN application to turn a 
piece of land into a vil¬ 
lage green has been 
rejected by councillors.

litter, spitting etc. Good, I say. In 
fact we all loved Singapore, not 
least because it was clean and, by 
the way, safe. No rubbish, no rats, 
and no dangerous underpasses. 
Unlike the major towns in our 
county. 

Over the last two weeks Luton 
has taken a bit of stick for having 
mounds of rubbish that has bred 
hordes of rats. 

The council has complained that 
it has received unfairly negative 
treatment as it is not any worse 
than many other towns. Some res¬ 
idents have supported that view 
and it may be true, if we are just 
looking at this country. And, to be 
fair, Bedford is not much better.

councils often make it worse not 
better. A group in Bedford wanted 
to make one such pub into a 
church but was refused planning 
permission. 

You can have a pub, or a derelict 
building, but never a church. 

Better left as an eyesore, of which 
the town boasts plenty, due in 
large part to the council’s planning 
committee. 

And how often do you see 
people eat their take-away meal on 
the street before casually 
discarding the carton? 

In Singapore they would be 
arrested. And the feeling of pride 
in their city goes right through the 
community, so no-one would 
think to behave in such an anti¬ 
social way. 

Zero tolerance in this respect 
leads to a greater sense of commu¬ 
nity, not resentment. I, and my 
guess would be most of our towns’ 
residents, would much prefer a 
zero tolerance to rubbish, spitting 
etc. 

Better to have towns we are 
proud of than have to use the 


excuse that we are no worse than 
any others in the country. Can do 
better should be the mantra. 

I HAVE quoted before that 
history repeats itself, first as 
tragedy, then as farce. Mrs 
Thatcher was not for turning. 
This lot do it every week, or this 
week, twice. 

The outcry on disabled people 
and members of the armed forces 
suffering from the ‘bedroom tax’ 
has led to a U-turn and it looks like 
another could be on its way with 
the policy of forcing a minimum 
price for alcohol. I would, however, 
forgive them if they would reverse 
one more policy - to spend £100 
billion on new nuclear weapons.

Hospital builds deck 
to ease parking issues

ONE million pounds has been 
spent on alleviating the prob¬ 
lems of hospital staff parking on 
residential roads. 

Luton and Dunstable 
University Hospital has spent 
the money on a new single deck 
park for staff vehicles. 

Previously hospital staff had 
been using nearby streets to 
park their cars, much to the 
annoyance of local residents. 

But it is hoped the improve¬ 
ment to parking facilities, which 
has almost doubled capacity at 
one of the car parks on Calnwood 
Road, will remove pressure from 
streets near the hospital. 

A spokeswoman for the L&D 
said that ‘the new extra deck is 
part of a wider investment pack¬ 
age to upgrade hospital parking 
and create more spaces’. 

As part of the improvements, 
new payment machines and bet¬ 
ter lighting have been installed 
in public car parks. 

The expansion of staff car 
parking has freed up space in 
patient and visitor parking areas. 
And patients’ car parks are clos¬ 
er to the hospital buildings.

The upper level of the new car 
park deck will be covered to pro¬ 
tect the privacy of nearby resi¬ 
dents and prevent glare from car 
headlights. Additional CCTV will 
ensure a high level of security for 
hospital car park users. 

Further parking improvements 
are planned at the L&D over the 
course of the year to include fur¬ 
ther reconfiguration, more blue 
badge spaces and an additional 


single deck to ensure even more 
parking spaces for patients and 
visitors. 

Last year Luton on Sunday 
reported that the L&D was fac¬ 
ing an estimated shortfall in 
parking spaces of 500. 

At the time its managing direc¬ 
tor, David Carter, said the hospi¬ 
tal was reviewing its parking ‘in 
light of future planned clinical 
service development’.

How will 'bedroom 
tax’ affect you? 


THE Welfare Reform Act is a new law introduced 
by central government to change the way that 
benefits are calculated, decided and paid. 

Our reporter, LAUREN ARCHELL, spoke to Luton 
Borough Council about the changes that will be 
made from April 1 


‘BEDROOM Tax.’ 

It is a phrase that has been 
used almost daily since the 
details of the controversial 
Welfare Reform Act were 
announced by central 
government. 

But what does it actually 
mean for residents? 

On April 1, the amount of 
Housing Benefit paid to work¬ 
ing age tenants, living in 
council or housing association 
homes, will be reduced if they 
are assessed under the 
government’s new rules as 
having too many bedrooms 
in their property. 

According to Luton Borough 
Council around 1,138 house¬ 
holds will be affected by the 
changes, and the authority 
wants residents to understand 
exactly what the implications 
will be. 

Arran Sharman, pictured 
inset, the council’s housing 
financial assessment manager, 
said: “It is difficult to predict 
the precise impact of the new 
rules because details are still 
emerging from central govern¬ 
ment and things are changing. 

“But anyone receiving welfare 
benefit needs to understand 


how they will be affected. 

“Put simply, we know that 865 
properties have one bedroom 
that is unoccupied. 

“These households will see a 
reduction in their housing ben¬ 
efit of 14 per cent. 

“Around 273 properties in the 
area have two bedrooms that 
are unoccupied. 

“These households will see a 
reduction in their housing ben¬ 
efit of 25 per cent.” 

Just this week, central govern¬ 
ment announced a special 
exemption from the under 
occupancy rules for tenants 
receiving housing benefit if 
they have: 

• A foster child 

• An adult child normally liv¬ 


ing at home but away serving in 
the armed forces 

• A child with a severe disabil¬ 
ity that prevents them sharing a 
bedroom with a sibling. 

Mr Sharman added: “We have 
already processed all the new 
entitlement payments for 
residents receiving housing 
and council tax benefits ready 
for Monday, April 1. 

“But in the light of this last 
minute change by central 
government, we will be 
reviewing our cases again and 
contacting those affected by 
the middle of April. 

“Clearly this is a big task so 
there is no need to contact us. 

“Please be assured we are 
doing all we can to sort out the

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situation as soon as possible. 
“The council is continuing to 
raise concerns about how these 
changes may create financial 
difficulties for many house¬ 
holds.” 

Affected households will be 
receiving letters, and in some 
cases, visits from officers from 
the authority, to help them 
understand the changes. 

In addition, those who can 
prove they are making efforts 


to move to a smaller property, 
or are affected by genuine 
exceptional circumstances, 
may be eligible for discretion¬ 
ary housing payments from 
the authority. 

Final decisions about who 
receives the money will be 
made by Luton Borough 
Council. 

This cash comes from a limit¬ 
ed grant from central govern¬ 
ment and once it is allocated 


for the year, there is no more 
to distribute.

Choosing a Nursery 


So what is it to be? Nursery, pre-school or 
playgroup? Or a few more years at home 
before the time comes to gently shove 
your little one into the big, grown-up world 
of compulsory education? 

When it comes to children, there's no point in 
trying to generalise. They are as different as... 
well, as we are. 

So to try and slot them into a one size fits all 
system is never going to work. 

You need to work out what is right for your 
child and that way, with their help and a bit of 
luck, you can introduce them to all sorts of 
fun, stimulation and social skills that will set 
them up for their schooldays to come. 
Nurseries are generally privately run and 
cater for children from shortly after birth to 
almost school age. 

Pre-schools or playgroups have traditionally 
functioned as a preparation for school, and 
thus for older children (two or three year olds 
and upwards). 

Pre-school education used to be provided in 
'playgroups' but in a move to try to encourage 
these schemes to take themselves and their 
educational role more seriously, the name 
pre-school is now preferred over 'playgroup' 
by regulatory bodies (such as Ofsted and the 
local education authority). 

That said, the names are becoming 
increasingly unspecific. Many schools 
run an associated 'nursery' which is 
targeted exclusively at children over three 


years intended to attend that same school. 
'Playgroup' is increasingly used to describe 
parent and toddler groups (which are 
mostly intended for children of three years 
and under). 

If you are trying to decide on a pre-school 
or child-care place, the best thing to do is to 
ignore the labels and simply approach each 
provider on an individual basis asking them 
what they think they do and what 
they can do for you and 
your child.

The great and powerful Oz

DESPITE trying to re-ignite the 
magic past generations had with 
timeless classic The Wizard of Oz 
- this prequel lacks the heart of 
the original. 

For a family movie it does have its 
merits - including some beautiful 
computer-generated backdrops 
that bring the world of Oz to life for 
this generation - but it ends up as a 
muddling traipse down the 
infamous ‘yellow brick road’. 

And despite his Oscar-nominated 
turn in 127 Hours and lead role in 
box-office smash The Rise of the 
Planet of the Apes (which to be fair, 
was owned by the primates) James 
Franco isn’t yet a strong enough 
leading man for a blockbuster of 
this magnitude. 

Disney have undoubtedly tried to 
replicate the massive success of 
Alice of Wonderland from three 
years ago, but that had Johnny 
Depp, and despite an admirable 
effort Franco struggles to convince 
as small-time circus magician 
Oscar Diggs. 

But when he’s thrust from dusty 
Kansas into the fantastical land of 
Oz - just like Judy Garland’s char¬ 
acter Dorothy in the 1939 film - he’s 
mistaken as the wizardous saviour 
to its harmless inhabitants, who 
are ruled by the Wicked Witch. 

Oscar though is more concerned 
about the riches he’ll inherit as the 
supposed heir to the throne - 
though three witches who take him 
under his wing, Theordora (Mila 


Kunis), Evanora (Rachel Weisz) 
and Glinda (Michelle Williams), 
still need convincing. 

And they’re not the only ones, as 
Weisz and a cackling-Kunis (who 
I’m a big fan) battle hard with the 
generic script that does nothing for 
their talents. 

Only Williams (who to be fair has 
a by-the-numbers sweet princess¬ 
like role) and Zach Braff (Scrubs), 
who voices brilliantly computer¬ 
generated winged-monkey Finley, 


really come away from the produc¬ 
tion unscathed. 

Its pay-off isn’t bad, it does have a 
throwback black-and-white open¬ 
ing like the original, and some of 
the scenery is simply luscious - but 
it somehow plays out in such a 
disjointed fashion that it ends up as 
a pretty joyless experience. 

It’s not short at more than two 
hours - which will leave kids a little 
fidgety - and acclaimed Evil Dead 
director Sam Raimi doesn’t seem to 


have learned from his last major 
blockbuster debacle Spider-man 3. 

Even though this will ignite a new 
franchise - after its $80 million 
opening weekend in the States - it 
isn’t great or powerful enough to 
linger in the memory for too long. 

If you want a magical journey 
down the ‘yellow brick road’ - buy a 
copy of the Garland original.

LUTON Town may not have shown much mettle 
since the arrival of John Still but there could be 
no complaints in North Wales as they hung on 
for a deserved point to halt Wrexham’s promo¬ 
tion charge.

Still ponders whether to 
push button on transfers

LUTON Town manager John 
Still believes the Hatters are 
building a foundation to 
ensure they become hard to 
beat after producing a gritty 
performance to secure a 
well-earned point at title¬ 
chasing Wrexham. 

Still named five changes 
from the side that suffered a 
poor midweek defeat to 
Hyde, with the absence of 
captain Ronnie Henry 
through illness and the lively 
Andre Gray the headline¬ 
grabbing omissions for 
Town. 

Nevertheless Luton dug 
deep to frustrate the Welsh 
side and steady the ship after 
Tuesday’s shock loss and Still 
feels his side are heading in 
the right direction after 
another experimental after¬ 
noon. 

“On the evidence of today, 
we looked like we can restrict 
the other team and do it con¬ 


stantly,” said Still. “When we 
can do it constantly we can 
start looking at what we can 
build with that. 

“That may come, with the 
greatest respect, with the 
change of some players. 

“But the foundation is to 
feel we can go anywhere and 
play anyone and not get beat¬ 
en and that is what we have 
to get into the players.” 

The arrival of Still has 
resulted in the acquisition of 
Alex Wall, Solomon Taiwo 
and Millwall loanee Jake 
Goodman and it was Wall 
who impressed the manager 
despite a recent lack of games 
for the ex-Maidenhead man. 

“Alex is like the tin man at 
the moment because the 
training is killing him a little 
bit,” said Still. 

“He has to learn to get 
through that though, but he 
showed some good touches 
and looked threatening. 

“He played his role almost 
as a lone frontman really 
well.” 

Despite already delving 
into the transfer market sub¬ 


stantially, Still is not ruling 
out yet more signings and 
will weigh up his next addi¬ 
tions in the coming week. 

“It is whether I push the 
button now or wait until the 
end of the season. It is a little 
bit in limbo at the moment,” 
said Still. 

“I will spend some time 
tomorrow thinking what to 
do because it needs to be the 
right decision.” 

The Hatters are now faced 
with three homes games to 
attempt to add some respect¬ 
ability to their lowly league 
standing of eleventh and 
Town’s chief is not worried 
about a backlash as he looks 
to tinker once more with his 
new side. 

“Winning is important, of 
course it is,” said Still. 

“But I have to balance that 
with where I am going to be 
at the end of the season in 
terms of assessing everybody 
and obviously by doing that 
you do not give yourself the 
best chance to win. 

“However, long term it is 
the best thing to do.”
